BELGIUM 

We have received from Mr. Rene 
Boon the new postage stamp is- 
sued especially for the Internation- 
al Philatelic Exposition which was 
held in Antwerp this month. It is 
a handsome piece of work, en- 
graved and printed by the official 
stamp printers in sheets of 1. The 
stamp itself measures 334x29 
mm, is perf. 11% on unwater-, 
marked paper. Each stamp is 
centered in a small sheet measur- 
ing 3542 em square. Just 60,000 of 
these were issued, and only obtain- 
able one with each ticket to the 
exposition. To the face value of 4 
fr. must therefore be added the 
ticket cost of 6 fr. August 9th 
was the first day of issue.

THE STAMPS OF THE 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., 
POSTMASTER 





The above is the title of an ex- 
traordinary book which has just 
come to hand from the publisher, 
Mr. A. B. Slater of Providence, 
R. I. As the name implies it is 
devoted to the well known Provi- 
dence Stamps and covers the sub- 
ject in a most thorough manner. 
But 300 copies of this book of 104 
pages have been published. We do 
not find a price in the book. 

The book contains a complete 
history of the stamps, dealing in 
detail with the engraving of the 
plate, the printing, the use of the 
stamps under the first postmaster, 
the subsequent issue of the U. S. 


1847 stamps and the discontinu- 
ance and disposal of the Providence 
issue. A complete record of the 
disposal of the stock in the hands 
of the Postmaster, the disposal and 
eventual discovery of the original 
plate, details as to reprints, and 
many other points of interest. 

In fact a complete historical rec- 
ord of this most interesting stamp 
is given with numerous illustra- 
tions of historical points of inter- 
est and of individuals who handled 
the stamps. As a work on one sin- 
gle stamp the book is a remarkable 
example of what one can do with 
a subject which seems limited to 
a small square of paper. 

The book contains also a copy 
of a form of Trust Agreement by 
which, the Slater Collection of this 
stamp is given in trust to the 
Rhode Island Historical Society. 

Since the publication of the book 
Mr. Slater has acquired the entire 
Anthony collection of the Provi- 
dence Stamps, which has _ been 
added to his original collection.

In your Weekly of Aug. 9 your 
question, “What is it?” pertaining 
to the Philippine Island overprint. 

I have found an article in the 
Stamp Collector’s Magazine of 
Dec., 1927, page 57, which tells of 
the overprint as follows: 


Precancels of the Philippine 
Islands, by Ralph W. Porter, 
S.P.A., P.S.S. 


I trust the following will add 
somewhat to the notes on “Manila” 
precancels that have appeared in 
the press at different times. 


Their use was begun last year 
and the first type, a neat press 
printing, reading “Manila, P. I.” in 
two lines between triple lines (the 
outer ones hair-lines) was made for 
a large mail order firm whose busi- 
ness is almost entirely within the 
islands. Regulations were then 
made providing for the insertion 
of the firm’s initials in the type 
used on their precancels, three 
more permits being issued and the 
same type as the first was used 
excepting lines farther apart to al- 
low for inserting the intial above 
“Manila”, making a three line type. 
Another regulation new to us here 
in the U. S. provided that all P. I. 
precancels be cancelled farther in 
the regular way by P. O. when 
presented for mailing. 


Twenty-seven varieties are 
known to date as follows: 


Type I “Manila, P. I.” 2, 4, 6, 8, 
12, 20, 26, 30 centavos and the 1 
peso. 


Type II “A. Manila, P. I.” 2, 4, 
10, 20, 30 centavos and the 1 peso. 


Type III “C. S. Manila, P. I.” 
2, 4, 30 centavos and the 1 peso. 
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Type IV “H. Manila, P. I.” 2, 4, 
6, 8, 10, 20, 30 centavos and the 1 
peso. 

I have to thank Mr. Walter 
Bruggmann, a collector living on 
the Islands, for much of this in- 
formation.

PAPER SPECIFICATIONS 


In the philatelic press recently 
mention was made of a new paper 
which was thought to be in use for 
the printing of our current ro- 
taries. 

The facts are that the specifica- 
tions under which the contract has 
been let for at least two years, has 
not been changed. The manufac- 
turers have however been requested 
to keep the paper on the ‘soft’ side, 
which makes a more flexible stamp, 
and likewise to adhere to the thick- 
ness_ specifications of .0029” to 
.0033”, which apparently were not 
always kept to with proper care. 
They have been further requested 
to calendar the paper somewhat 
less, i.e., keep on the ‘soft’ side. 
This doubtless has given better 
absorptive qualities, permitting the 
gum to take a better hold on the 
paper. 

Variations in the thickness of 
paper coupled with a new plate 
might devlop a run where the color 
strikes through and shows on the 
reverse side, but this is not normal 
and consequently cannot be consid- 
ered as characteristic of the stamps 
now in use.

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A STAMP FOR BYRD 


“His contribution to exploration 
and scientific research has done 
honor to his country .. . More than 
that, his daring and courage have 
thrilled each one of us individually, 
because he has proved anew the 
worth and power and glory of 
qualities which we believe are lat- 
ent in our people”. So spoke Presi- 
dent Hoover, and not too enthusi- 
astically, of the achievement of 
Richard Evelyn Byrd. For the 
quality of what Byrd has done is 
worth holding up to American 
youth. To cross the north pole in 
a plane was a triumph of inven- 
tion, but a triumph of courage and 
resource also. To fly the Atlantic, 
then to spend two years of his life 
increasing our knowledge of the 
antarctic regions—again and again 
and again this man’s fiber has re- 
flected credit on America. 

Then why not a postage stamp 
for Byrd? Not for his sake, but for 
the sake of making a little record 
that in this year of 1930 we could 
think of such qualities as his with 
pride.

We have 
had a stamp for almost everything 
lately. There was one for Lind- 
bergh’s achievement, one for Edi- 
son on the anniversary of the in- 
candescent lamp, one for the Ohio 
eanal, for the Battle of Fallen 
Timbers, for an expedition led by 
someone named Sullivan and a 
dozen others.

Our postal gallery ought to 
mean something. A stamp com- 
memorating Byrd’s expedition 
would record that his name was 
held in honor by his countrymen. 
If anyone doubts there is no place 
for it, the administration might 
very well make a place by drop- 
ping the project of a new stamp to 
bear Harding’s portrait and substi- 
tuting a design—it might be a 
penguin—for Byrd. It might help 
us forget a little, and it would 
hold up to American youth a char- 
acter worth emulating.—The Mil- 
waukee Journal.
